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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Thomas (U.S. Patent 6,421 ,339) in view of Christie, IV (U.S. Patent 6,657,992) are not combinable because 
Thomas teaches away from the claimed invention and the art as disclosed in Christie, IV. Specifically, that the database used to transmit 
the alias address is not external in Thomas, but is external in Christie, IV and the claims. Since the database in Thomas is not external, 
the references cannot be combined because Thomas teaches away from Chrisite, IV's external database and the claims external 
database. The examiner respectfully disagrees. As the claim is written, the database is external to "a domain of the H.323 entity." This is 
disclosed in Thomas as identified by the applicant in the REMARKS, page 3, paragraph 3. As seen, the H.323 entity (Thomas, figure 1, 
element 42) is roaming. "A domain of the H.323 entity" is taken to be its home domain 10. Thus, the database of domain 12 is external to 
the home domain and "a domain of the H.323 entity." Further, the placement of the database relative to domains is completely a matter 
of design choice. The important aspect of the system is that there is a database used to store and translate addresses for routing of 
communication. Where these databases are placed does not change the overall function of the system. 
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
